gather bohind windowa fitted with  double
epashos, the outer ene of which will not
open. Tho doors of tho houses are framed with
stripn of oloth, stoves are on every floor, and
tho hall racks groan boneath tho welght of the
fur coats nnd eaps and shoes of tho ladiss and
mon, Inton succossive days that I have beon
in Montrenl at this senson there was only one
on whioh snow did not fall, and the rondwayrs
and sldowalks of the streets wore already three
or four fest doep with hurl-packed suow, From
my bedroom window I could ses on the shaids
und eaves tho many layora of differing colors
thnt moarked the frequent storms, now a thin
ghoot for a littla Auster of flnkes, and then &
two-inch or thros-inch vellow band, Jleft by &
two-days' fall of crystal fnkes. Ahl thatseems
liko Christmas weathor to an Englishman! It
I8 an exugeration of the wintors he knew at
home, Itisfit weather for heavy dining, for
rich puddings, for danelng, slelghing, and grand
frolles and rounds of gnnies Indoors during the
long evenings.

1 have sald that wo have no such Christmases
in our clties. 1 should have sald our larger
oitles, for at that senson of the yoar I have seen
tho snow In Vermont and New Hampshire so
high that it roso in Interminable white walls as
lofty as the ear tops hesldo the rallronds. But
the people of major Canade onll such latitundes
mild wintor ellmntes, and point to the depth
and trequency of the snowfalls as a proot of it,
for it is not apt to be very cold when it snows,
Foreoldor Christmases we must go westward
and north Into what was vaguely called British
Amerien only a fow yonrs ago, but now is di-
vided into the groat States of Assinabols, Al-
berta, Snskatchawan, and Athabason, Togive
you mn ldean of what Christmss must be
there, let mo say that after a journey
through that country I found mysel! return-
ing home through Mon:nna and Dakota. I
Foachod tho ranch houses of the Marquls de
Mores, in the Dad Lands of the Littla Missouri,
o week or so aftor his cowboys had returned
from their anuual "round-up,” which means
that expedition all ranchmon make {n pursuit
of thelr wandering cattle every spring to gather
and bring them homo.
